In the meantime 
the world is the poorer by 
his incapacity and puzzled to 
Know how to proceed. Is 
Hitlerism a mere anwsthetic or 
‘a fatal poison-gag to the travail 
of recovery? Faith in the vigour 
of the true German genius for- 
bids pessimism. Yet the first 
impressions coming from Europe 
fare far from reassuring, There 
is apparently no present hope of 
much mitigation of the crowning 
folly of that “Aryan” obs 

which has shocked humanity. 
To the Russian people enslaved 
there is now added, asa com- 
plementary picture, a Germany 
hugging the chains of a 
medigeval despotism which is all 
the more potent because it has 
been able to reinforce itself 
with the modern machinery for 
lereating mass discipline. By a 
stroke of the petyadult Germany 
‘as accepted as gospel deliberate 
inversions of the record of re- 
cent history and young Germany, 
until further notice, has to be 
brought. up on ‘the same 
dangerous -doctrines.

8sop's fox with 
lout a tail is a figure for all time, 
But in the apotheosis of Herr 
Hitler’ as the Superman, despite 
the amazing elevation’ of his 
Jautobiography to the dignity of a, 
Book of the Word, there is hope, 
just because the Superman is no 
Superman. Herr Hitler's actions 
in the next few weeks will st 
ithe course for Germany. He has 
ithe power even to undo what he 
has done and he may use that 
power accordingly, while remov- 
‘ing from the German body’ poli- 
tic the admitted excrescences of 
fan archaic federalism. For the 
moment he has deliberately put 
the people in blinkers, ‘The 
scientific cunning and_ rigidity 
fof the German censorship has 
not been realised by many who 
hhave become accustomed to the 
application of that administrative, 
eccentricity in many guises since 
the War.

telegraph and telephone dompany 
‘would be left to the government's 
War Ministry.

The fact that Lt-Gen.  Kolso, 
Chief of Staff of the Kuantung 
‘Army, has postponed his departure 
for Janpan is believed to indicate 
that the army is preparing, alters 
tions to the original proposals, prior 
to thei submission to Tokyo.

‘The twin screw vessels Haisui 
and Haiching are two of a number 
‘of similay eraft being built to, the 
order of, ‘the Chinese | Maritime 
Customs for service in the preve! 
tive branch, being specially equip- 
ped for this duty. They are of the 
combined bridge and forecastle 
type and their main dimensions are 
Jength overall 187-ft, G-in, length 
bp. 180-ft.; moulded breadth 25-ft.; 
moulded. “depth 11-ft.; loaded 
draught 8-ft, 2-in.; and are built of 
steel to Lloyd's Ciassifieation Rules, 
‘and subdivided into seven water: 

cht compartments by six water- 
ight bulkheads extending to the 
main deck. 

‘The propelling machinery for 
each (of these vessels has been 
‘pecially designed and constructed 
by the builders at their Yangtsze- 
oo Yard, and consists of two sets 
of threo crank triple expansion sur- 
face condensing engines developing 
‘ample power to give the vessel a 
speed of 32 knots, and operating 
under steam supplied by 2 single 
ended, 3 furance, cylindrical Scoteh 
oilers, also desigmed and construct- 
ed by’ the builders, burning coal 
tinder the woll-known Howden 
system of forced draught, and 
operating at a working: pressure of 
100'Ib, Per #9. inch. 

‘The auxiliary machinery is of the 
est. modern type, all independent 
of the propelling machinery, and 
Includes ‘@ surface condenser of the 
‘Unifiux type, built of mild) steel, 
common to both engines; one Weir's 
Monotype air pump; one Drysdale 
contrifuy cireulating pump, 
‘dviven by a Thermall high efficiency

Foreigners Detained by Chinese 
Police 


‘Three cases in which motorists on 
extra-Settlement Roads were taken 
to Chinese police stations after 
being involved in accidents came 
the notice of the Municipal Police 
during the week-end.

nese policeman at the corner of 
Chungshan Road fired a shot into 
the air and after the car had stop- 
ped, broke the windsereen with his 
weapon. ‘Mr. Dabelstein and a lady 
passenger were both taken to the 
Siccawei sub-station of the Public 
Safety Bureau, and, on the instruc- 
tions of a superior officer of the 
Chinese foree, later were handed 
over to a Municipal Police inspec- 
tor. The injuries of the Chinese 
woman struck by the car are 
described as very slight.

"The chronophone was the fore- 
runner of the talking picture. It 
was shown at the London 
Pavilion in 1902. The chrono- 
phone actually showed coloured 
Dietures and had a complete if 
very short season at. 
Scala Theatre, Goodge Street, 
in the London of 1903. The 
first British superfilm’ was 
staged at Dulwich. Its sub- 
Ject was the life of Wagner 
and it was given a musical 
setting by Mr. (now Sir) Landon 
Ronald. In 1914 the present 
Lime Grove Studios at Shep- 
herd’s Bush had their modest 
tart. The War almost irretri 
lably upset plans but the first war 
film was made of an aeroplane 
in action in those studios. Now, 
under the direction of Gaumont: 
British, the Lime Grove or 
Shepherd's Bush studios are 
endeavouring to. make up for 
Tost fime, Among their modern 
Productions are “Good Com- 
panions” shortly coming here, 
[based on Priestley’s novel and 
already well reviewed at Home. 
The automatic developing 
plant in the Gaumont Iaborator- 
jes was invented by Mr. H. V. 
Lawley in 1921 and it Hi 
regarded as unbeatable. — It 
develops films at a rate ranging 
up to 60 feet a minute, with an 
average of 35 feet a minute, 
‘Then there is the British and 
ions Film Corporation 
8 studios at Boreham 
Wood in Hertfordshire.
